Everything marketable and known 
to tho stores and shops of civilization, 
from needles and hair-pins to horses 
ahd carriages, from bananas and 
grapes to old hats and canes, from hot 
corn and lemonade to newspapers and 
medals, from books and note paper to 
chamois skins and candy, from shoe- 
string button to suspenders and gar- 
ters, can be bought in tho streets of 
New York from from early dawn un- 
til nearly tho hour for the morrow's 
sun to peep above the horizon. Tho 
most vociferous and possibly tho most 
prosperous of the street venders are 
tho boys who sell newspapers, none of 
whom need go homo with less than $2 
for his day's profit, while many who 
combine concentration with industry 
proudly avow their ability to earn 
from $5 to $G a day. 

One would think that nothing but 
tho direst need could impel sturdy, 
well -developed men to stand from ten 
to fifteen hours a day manipulating a 
gutta-percha toy or blowing up baby 
balloons, jerking wooden figures, spin- 
ning tops, and exhibiting gimcracks 
in general. Yet, all the year through 
these men can ho found doing pre- 
cisely these things, more especially 
now. as the autumn winds begin to 
blow and thoughts of Christmastido 
till many minds. The street venders 
can be divided into three classs — first, 
those who have regular stands, which, 
though not fixtures, are nevertheless 
permanent, such as the fruit, flower, 
newspaper, and general periodical 
stands; second, those having a suf- 
ficiently largo stock of goods, neces- 
sitating hand cart or other moving 
vehicle, and, third, those whoso stock 
in trade consists literally in a few 
of matches, some apples or 
poars, half a dozen lead-pencils, a few 
envelopes, and a half score of cigars. 
Some very wealthy people have started 
in just tins way. 

Within the ptist ten years the 
flower trade of New York has wonder- 
fully increased. It is within the re- 
collection of our adult residents when 
thore were not more than half a dozen 
substantially based tlovver stores on 
Manhattan Island. To-day there are 
hundreds, whose sales, however, would 
not be one-half the amount they BOW 
reach were it not for tho system of 
sending boys and girls upon the streets 
and avenues and in all public marts 
and places with little bunches -and 
with large bouquets. At the ferries, 
near the post office, at the stations of 
the elevated roads, especially along 
Fourteenth and Twenty-third streets, 
i it tie people, pertinacious, per- 
sistent, pushing, and insinuating, offer 
their exquisite colorings to a hurrying- 
home public, while Broadway is abso- 
lutely lined from Fourteenth to Thir- 
tieth, not, alone with stores filled with 
flowers, but with stands where men 
and women sells hundreds of dollars' 
worth every day, keeping a sharp look 
out also upon their little agents, who 
dart into cars and stages and run 
along by the side of pedestrians, urging 
them to buy their pretty bunch 

A few years ago there was an incur- 
sion of Chinamen who poripalotically 
sold candies, tigs, cigars, and ciga 

rettes 

out of the street trade. Now and 
then a Chinaman is found with a 
stand where fruit and cigars of an in- 
ferior quality arc exposed, but very 
rarely. Their place, so far as 
arc conscrned, seems to have been 
taken entirely by a rough looking 
of men. \n sailors garb, who 



would bo dear at five cents a hundred, 
at five cents apiece. The quality of 
cheap jewelery worn by the lower 
BS in this community must be 
very great. In certain sections of the 
city half a dozen peddlers with trays, 
held by straps slung about the neck, 
can be found offering breast-pins, 
rings, collar studs, and like manner 
Of gewgaws and ornaments for man, 
woman and child, at fabulously low 
It would seem as if an enor- 
mous trade must be done in order to 
furnish them comfortable subsistence, 
because if the whole stock were sold 
ten times a day the transaction would 
amount to a very small figure. 

The queerest, dealers of all are 
those who traffic in old clothes, old 
hats, and old boots. In the first 
place, they are always ready to trade 
and dicker. It doesn't make any dif- 
ference what they have in their "bags, 
they are perfectly willing to trade 
them off for something else, and it 
has always been a mystery to the or- 
dinary man as to what was done with 
these apparently useless articles of 
apparel As a matter of fact they sell 
every kind of low-priced article, 
from an old newspaper to a half- 
smoked cigar ; from a pair of broken 
leather shoes to a moth-eaten coat, 
and are evidently entirely satisfied 
with the profit they secure. In the 
poorer parts of tho city, along the 
water fronts, in what are generally 
termed tenement -house districts, ven- 
ders of this kind have free range and 
license to go and come at their own 
sweet will. They go from attic to base- 
ment, without asking anybody's per- 
mission. They know at a'glance what 
will suit, and very quickly determine 
what price to ask] Led clothing is a 
favorite article of trade with these 
people, as is every kind of crockery, 
cups and saucers and plates, cheap 
knives and forks and spoons, and all 
the minor but necessary paraphernalia 
of humble housekeeping. 

Almost every day can be seen, not 
far from St. 1'aul s church, one or 
two horses and carriages marked "For 
sale." Crowds gather about them, 
and he proceeds until by order of a 
policeman the business is suspended, 
to be resumed a few blocks below. 
During the fruit season the vicinity of 

every market is crowed with fruit and 

Bowen, from the owner of a half- 
D doubtful peaches up to the pro- 
prietor of a large stand elaboratoly 
decked with tempting growths of 
every kind. Every eligible corner on 
Broadway, and indci | chief 

thoroughfare, is occupied by a seller 
of fruit, of some kind or other. Ita- 
lians, Irish and Germans have the 
largest proportion of the littlo shops. 
Their profit is in the pennies. They 
live by what the ordinary American 
would starve on. They are the most 
saving and economical. They occupy 
garrets or cellars, saving and carefully 
caring for their profits until able to 
loom out. inVstate one or two degrees 
above that in which they worked at 
first. 

The city is busy enough in the day- 
time but. after all. the greatest 
amount, of street selling is done after 
nightfall, and, indeed, during the 
later hours in the evening. Many 
theatres do not ring down their cur- 
tains until 11 o'clock at night, but 
when the audiences pour from them 
their first greetings are fiom the lips 
of flower guls and newspaper hoys. 
If inclined.to jollity, the out-corn 

the electric lighted thorough- 
fares of Broadway or the Bowery, 
where they encounter, at almost every 
step, cries of •• Hot corn !" " Will 
you buy my flowers ?" and meet on 
every block dealers in miscellaneous 
wares, such as fruit, nuts, cheap 
Jewelry and cigars. From that hour 
on New York's trade is all on the 
street or in saloons. Reputable trade- 
men are in bed. Wellknown stores 
are under lock and key. If a man 
wants a neck-tie he must buy it on 
the street.
